To those who have followed the course 
of events, the roasting of women and 
children at Ludlow, by the hired murder- 
ers in military uniform, is still fresh in 
m e m ory. The moans of agony from the 
despairing victims can still be heard. In 



fancy we can still see them vainly Strug 
gling to escape the inferno of thr incen- 
diaries who revel and rejoice in the barb- 
arity of their beastly outrage. 

BUT CAPITALISM worts the urn* 
wherever right and justice is pitted 
against corporate greed. 

A few months prior to Ludlow, the 
nation was horrified over the unpardon- 
able catastrophe at Calumet. There, as 
at Ludlow, capitalism had no human feel- 
ings in its mad attack upon the unsu- 
specting and defenseless, but jovial Christ- 
mas gathering in Italian Hall. 

And when we turn the pages of labor's 
history back a little farther, we come upon 
the name of Holly Grove. West Va. It 
was at Holly Grove where an armored 
train equipped with machine guns and a 



band of hired desperados at mid-night 
turned loose a deadly gun fire upon a 
sleeping village, killing one and wound- 
ing others. It was at Holly Grove where 
Quinn Morton, the leader of the coal bar- 
ons said '•ate go back and give them ill- 
other round*." " 
The list of instances where soldiers of 
labor's industrial army have fallen at vic- 
tims of capitalism is endless. Day in and 
day out; year in and year out the strug- 
gle between man and dollar continues and 
the pathway of the labor movement is 
decked with little mounds of earth be- 
neath which lie the mortal remains of 
martyrs to the cause. 



WHETHER IT be the Transport 
Workers of Great Britain, the Miners of 
Germany, or the workers of any calling in 



any country who revolt against the tyran- 
ny and exploitation of private owners of 
the industries, ma same agendas of the 
political state are pr ess e d into action with 
the same results. Whether under the 
Yolo* m TOn-OHcy or whether under the 
union Jack or any other flag, the political 
state has ever been at the. disposal of the 
capitalist class to force the workers Into 
submission. 

To get as much as possible, at any cost* 
out of the mills, mines, factories, railroads, 
etc., is the incentive for the owners of the 
industries to exploit and murder and burn' 
human beings. Human life is plentiful. 
The labor market is overstocked, especial- 
ly in these Democratic days.

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STATEMENT OF THE QUINLAN CASE 

To the Mombora of tho Socialist Party: 

IN VIKW of tho many inquiries with regard to the caso of Comrade 
Patrick Quintan, wo wish to say that tho Now Jersey state com- 
mittee of tho Socialist party has dono. and Is now doing, all It poaatbly 
can to secure his liboration. 

After hla sentence on July 2. 1913. It was Impossible to get satis- 
factory ball, pending an appeal to the Now Jereey supremo court, until 
the Appeal To Reason furnished $6,000 In hard caah. 

The New Jersey state committee then raised the funds to pay 
counsel to conduct tho appeal, which unfortunately ended unfavorably 
for Qulnlan. 

It then carried his case to tho New Jersey court of errors and ap- 
peals; but with no better succoaa. 

Lawyers of national reputation were consulted after this, only to 
learn from them that their opinions wore tho same as those of the 
lawyers already in the raae. which were to the effect that there was 
no I'nlted States question Involved and that It would be futile to at- 
tempt to carry tho caao to tho United States oupremo court 

A final effort was then made to have tho trial judge grant a now 
trial on the ground of newly discovered evidence; but this also ended 
In failure, and Comrade Qulnlan was again ordered to servo tho son* 
tonce originally Imposed upon him on July 2. 1913. 

The New Jersey state committee lo now doing all It possibly can 
to aid in securing a pardon. 

Tho board of pardona will moot In June of thfs year; but If his 
application Is acted upon then, and dented or dismissed. It cannot bo 
renewed for one year, unless he Is dangerously 111 or some member ot 
tho board of pardons on his own Initiative reopens the case. 

Qulnlan understands the dellcat? situation that now confronts 
htm; but nevertheless ho wants the application for pardon made as 
soon as possible. 

He has repeatedly recognised oar efforts in hto behalf and haa 
often declared that the Socialists of New Jersey, and elsewhere, as 
well as the Appeal To Reason, have stood manfully behind htm in tho

Suggest your giving this 
Information to friendly papers." 

Influenced Gov. Asnmon's Letter. 

But perhaps tho most amazing 
revelation in this whole extraordin- 
ary correspondence Is that con- 
tained in letters exchanged by Mr. 
Rockefeller and Ivy Loo at tho time 
Gov.

The Socialist program must remain inter- 
national in ch ara c te r , because It will con- 
tmne to voice the same general demands 
all over tha world, after the war as before 
the war — the abolition of private owner- 
ship m the social instruments of wealth 



production and the reorganisation of the 
mostries on tha basis of collective owner- 
ship and democratic administration. The 
Socialist policies and methods of action 
must Uhswise remain ' international, for 
they always will be rooted in the econom- 
ic and political struggles of the working- 



The practical international cooperation 
of the organised workers of Europe has 
always found a stronger application in 
their economic struggles than in their* pol- 
itics. This may bo readily accounted for. 
Political activity is by its nature circum- 
scribed by the boundaries of the autonom- 
ous peUncsl unit, the country. The re- 
stricted spheres of international politics, 
dkriomacy and wars, are as a rule wholly 
withdrawn from the control of the people. 
The situation is radically different in the 



field of modern economics. The principal 
industries of our time have assumed in- 
ternational proportions, not merely in 
their £eneraJ character, but in actual or 
gtasxa&n ana practical operation. The 
great banking and industrial interests of 
the modern countries are closely allied in 
ownership. The modern market is a 
world market Capitalism has long brok- 
en down all national barriers and the 
moneyed interests have consolidated their 
beloved fatherlands into one great inter- 
national business pool. International cap- 
ital haa in turn created an international 
labor market. In modern production the 
workers of all countries are pitted against 
one another almost in the same manner 
as the workers of different sections of the 
same country, and the competition be- 
tween the workers of all nations is largely 
intensified by the constant streams of 
migratory labor. The organised worker 
engaged in an advanced industry begins 
to find it difficult to maintain labor stand- 
ards on a national scale. Ordinary wis- 
dom and economic foresight impel him to 
organise internationally as well as na- 
tionally. It is thus by no means a mere 
accident that the last twenty years have 
witnessed the birth and growth of num- 
erous international labor unions. 



THE WAR will not check the growing 
internationalism of either capital or labor. 



Rather will it stimulate and accelerate the 
developments of both. The very substance 
of the war is the revolt of interactions? 
cnpkah&m against ifSXtante? boundaries 
and restrictions. Whatever the general 
economic effects of the war may be, it 
will almost certainly result in greater in- 
ternational liberty of motion for industrial 
capital. 

The International of capital will force 
a union of the ahattered International of 
labor, and as the former grows the bonds 
between the latter will develop even great- 
er cohesion and integrity. 

The international growth of economic 
interests will usher in the federation of 
nations and the brotherhood of man 
more speedily and effectively than a mil- 
lion eloquent but abstract sermons on 
that subject. The great modern nations 
were not pieced together from the scores 
of insignificant sovereignties through a 
auddenly awakened national patriotism 
but because of the centralisation of the 
growing industries and their demands for 
larger elbow room and markets. The na- 
tional territories and governments of 
Europe are in turn becoming too narrow 
for the new international phase of indust- 
rial development, and just as sure as the 
numerous European principalities, duke- 
doms and kingdoms of the middle of the 
last century gave way to the modern uni- 
fied nations, so will the letter make room

within a short period of time to some 
working form of a federation of European , 
nations. The international ideal of So- 1 
ciafom writ thus gain jrt ever stxofVger 
materiel foundation, and for this reason, 
an ever growing concrete expression. 

THE SOUL of the Socialist Interna- 
tional is thus bound to emerge from the 
ashes of the war strengthened and puri- 
fied. Will the form survive? 

This is neither very certain nor very 
material. Unquestionably the wholly ab- 
normal position in which the Socialists of 
Europe find themselves in this fratricidal 
war is apt to cause some personal irrita- 
tion and bitterness among them. So far 
the Socialists engaged in the war have 
shown a most remarkable spirit of mutual 
understanding and forebearance. It is im- 
possible to predict what situation may be 
produced if the war should continue much 
longer. The sense of irritation may be- 
come scute, snd on the other hand a new 
turn of the war may alienate the Social- 
ists from their governments and bring 
them together in common opposition to 
the continuance of the war. 

That the latter course is the more prob- 
able one seems to be indicated by an un- 
broken chain of recent events. Since the 
outbreak of the war joint conferences 
have been held between the Socialists of 
Italy and Switserland, the Scandinavian 



countries and Holland, the Socialists of 
the allied countries and recently also be- 
tween the Socialist; of German) mj»J Am 
stria. What m uiwr o sig nificant still is tno' 
fact that the Socialist women of Europe 
have succeeded in bringing together In 
joint conference, representatives of prac- 
tically all important European countries, 
including those engaged on both sides of 
the wsr, snd that the conference was 
thoroughly harmonious snd unanimous hi 
thought snd sets. 

At all of these conferences tentative) 
peace programs were adopted, and it is a 
fact full of hope and promise that all such 
programs are similar in spirit and sob- 
stance. 

THE INTERNATIONAL Socialist 
Buresu is rspidly re-establishing relations 
with the Socialist parties of all affiliated 
countries, snd it is quite likely thst a meet- 
ing of the full bureau will prove feasible 
within a short time. In the peace nego- 
tiations to come the Socialists of Europe 
will again present a solid front. 

Whether the Socialist International 
will maintain or change its form of organ- 
ization after the war is st this time still 
uncertain. It is also quite immaterial. 
The Socialist movement as such has over- 
come many great trials. It will survive 
the wsr. It is bound to retsin its Inher- 
ent international character. International 
Socialism is imperisliahle.

TTK complaint soma times made against party gfasji bbmI party «xb«b- 
dltures in thia oMntry cannot be Justified by* cqcfjariapn with aftcti 
expenditures tn othar aountrles. The annual expeiklUHta for each mam- 
be r of the party in America is a smaller sum than la any other English 
speaking country. 

The quarter of a million collected from the poor people of tha United 
States by the Socialist Party ought to be made a million and a quarter. 
Just because the people who pay It are poor, larger numbers of tliem 
should Join In paying it for a shorter time In order tbat all may speedily 
escape from poverty. 

I am convinced that the members ought to get more for their money 
but there ought alao be mora money for party work. It is certain that 
every wasteful expenditure has the same effect as a loss of Income, while 
every increase In efficiency in the use of income has the same effect a* 
an added membership so far as the showing of the accounts Is concerted. 

Hut there are other features of this subject which must not be Ignored,. 
Kvery achievement In efficiency la a demonstration of the Socialists' abil- 
ity to make good In the management of the nation. Every wasteful ex- 
penditure and every careless administrative act Is a demonstration of In- 
efficiency which means an added lease of life to the exploiters of labor. 

ONLY A LITTLE while ago it was supposed that "management" was 
a gift. The good manager was a born genius. The bad manager was a 
hopeless misfit. Now it is known that the work of organisation and man- 
agement is Itself a task to be scientifically studied If It is to be success- 
fully undertaken. Scientific organisation and management la a thing 
not to be promised In the affairs of the nation when Socialiam covnea, it 
is a thing to be realised in the affairs of the party, if the party la to 
reasonably hope to bring so great a bleaslag to the affairs of the nation. 

The position of the most striking leadership among the workers of the 
Kngllsu speaking peoples may be debated. Personally I would give that 
place to J. Kcir ilardie aa above all others. But the moat scientific and 
effective organiser In the labor world la without debate J. Ramsey Mc- 
Donald. 

During the more than a year, during which I was In Great Britain. 
I was very many times in his office. I had occasion frequently tp aee 
the machinery of the labor party headquarters in actual service. The 
chief clerk. Mr. Middleton and myself became fast friends. 1 was present 
during four National conferences where the party work, or the work of 
some department of the party, was under consideration. It Is without 
question the best organised fighting machine In the English speaking 
world. 

The organization work of Australia and New Zealand is not hampered 
by many of the things which exist In the mother country, but In the mat- 
ter of an up to date national organization office neither country baa any- 
thing to compare with McDonald's work in the British Labor Party. 

A SCIENTIFIC organisation always has a definite purpose and It 
directs all Its activities toward the attainment of that purpose. 

The Socialist movement has such a purpose. It is the extension and 
perfection of democracy. It Is the organization of the self-governing in- 
dustry as the unit in the state and the co-ordination of these Industries as 
a function of the state Itself. 

The activities by which this end is sought Include the use of literature, 
public meetings, political campaigns and the increase of the party mem- 
bership. 

The British Labor Party is a model in many of its kcil.iilcB in tueoe 
panicuiers:

2. All « f its officers, executives and members of parliament give their 
WHOLE TIME TO THE PARTY WORK and the one salary provided by 
the party for members of parliament pays both for their services in par- 
liament and on the platform. All of its spokesmen are all tha time 
subject to the call of the party. Any man prominent in the movement who 
would attempt a private propaganda of his own and refuse the call of the 
party organization would at once forfeit the confidence of the party. 

.1. The regular organization is also the campaign organization ex- 
cept that the election laws require the appointment of an election agant. 
but the party committees which act when the election is on are the same 
committees which act all the year around. The regular all-the-year- 
around-workers are never set aside for a campaign committee which 
comes Into existence on a wave of excitement and frequently goes out of 
existence with unpaid bills as the only memorial of Its brief career. 

THE CAMPAIGN for membership never ceases. It is an all-year- 
around-affalr. The resources of the party are very large. Until recently, 
in addition to all other expenditures, the party was obliged to provide the 
regular salaries for Its forty-three members of parliament. When the 
nation took over the payment of these salaries, the party did not ask for 
smaller funds. It devoted the funds thus made available to promoting the 
daily which Is now published simultaneously in 'both London and Man- 
chester w ith a dally circulation of half a million. 

It will be seen that this is the same as if in this country men like 
Hlllqult, Berger. Debs. Wilson and Warren should all of them be put. o:t 
a salary and be made the National Executive of the Party and be require^ 
m rlevnt* »h»!r ~ hc!£ iisav in im promotion as National organizers, *aeh 
for an industrial group or what might be necessary at the start for At 
leaat a definite section of the country. 

Then the very great fame which has come to these men because of 
their great services to the party would be brought to bear directly on the 
task of building up the party membership and adding to its power. What 
e\.r they would decide to do as an executive they would themselvea 
carry out as organizers. When the Executive was in session the definite 
knowledge and personal experience of what would be most needed, not 
In one Industry but in all, not some where but everywhere, would be 
present ss the personal knowledge and personal interest of every mem- 
ber of the Executive. Then every dollar available for the national work 
would be sure, under such circumstances, to be used In such a way as to 
promote the work which these executives themselves would be directly 
engaged in doing, that is what the national fund are for. 

Then the state organizations would be helped to push their organisa- 
tion work all the year around, to systematize and make effective the 
work within the states, that is what a national organizer is for. 

Then Mate and national literature, newspapers, books, campaign 
programs and administrative policies would be harmonised, brought to 
bear upon the definite work at hand and that once done will mean the 
mounting up of the party membership, and the speedy victory for So- 
cialism. 

St'KKLY. in consideration of those great possibilities, a great busi- 
ness like the work of the Socialist party with an annual Income of a 
quarter of a million of dollars ought not any longer to depend for Its 
central management on the spare time of those otherwise employed, it Is 
certain that if such a national executive were once elected It would be 
able to effect economies in the National Office which would make «uch 
a program »-ntlrely practicable without adding one penny to the burdens 
of thf parlv while it would add a thousand fold to the efficiency of the 
party work 

In conclusion these sre the paths which lead to victory, unity — 
not fusion, immediate economic advantages In the party membership! the 
*re»t industries as the unit in party organization and In party activity 
ami finally scientific organization and management In the party work.

AMONG BOOKS 



.wOSAL *z i^vaaaF.09, oy Dr. Alfred 
sail T'^lici, Punk and W agnails 
Company, New York, |1.25; cloth, 
174 pages. 

In this volume. Dr. Wallace, eo- 
discoverer of evolution with Dar- 
win, gives to the world his ripened 
Judgement upon present social con- 
ditions. His picture shows that the 
whole system of society is rotten 
from top to bottom, and social envi- 
ronment is the worst that the world 
haa ever seen.'* 

He believes that morality — right 
conduct — is baaed upon character 
which la Inherent, and which may 
■be defined as ths aggregate of men- 
tal faculties and emotions which 
constitute personal or national In- 
dividuality; and that there can oe 
no progressive improvement in 
character without some selective 
agency tending to such Improve- 
ment Later he attempts to show 
that the required selective agency 
will come into action automatically 
when, and not until, our social sys- 
tem is so reformed as to afford 
suhabie conditions. 

He establishes a conclusion as to 
the stationary condition of general 
character from the earliest periods 
of human history, and presumably 
from the dawn of civilization. 

One chapter is entitled, "Our 
Justice Is immoral," and another, 
"Increasing moral degradation." 
The following several chapters take 
up the different phases of the "sel- 
ection" which Dr. Wallace believes 
will tend to elevate the character, 
and through that, the morality of 
the race.

good of all; but it Is also their 
first duty (In time) to take imme- 
diate steps to abolish death by 
starvation and by preventable dis- 
ease due to Insanitary dwellings and 
dangerous employments, while care- 
fully elaborating the permanent 
remedy for want in the midst of 
wealth."
